DHEC (the South Carolina Department of Health and Environmental Control) is accepting public
comments on a proposed Voluntary Cleanup Contract through January 17, 2018.

The Voluntary Cleanup Contract, 17-4883-NRP, will affect approximately 125.5 acres located at
1428 Pearman Dairy Road, Anderson, South Carolina. The property is further identified by
Anderson County Tax Map Serial Numbers 095-14-02-002 and 095-15-01-001. The County of
Anderson (Anderson) wants to acquire the property from the current owner. This Voluntary
Cleanup Contract will be between DHEC and Anderson County.

A manufacturing facility was built on the property in the early 1960’s for manufacture of sewing
machine components, power tools and floor care products. Waste materials from the
manufacturing operations were disposed of in two landfills on the property. Manufacturing
operations continued until 1996 after which use of the property was limited to office and warehouse
operations. Past manufacturing operations have resulted in environmental contamination on the
property. The former owner of the property is working with the Department under a separate
contract to clean up the contamination.

Anderson County plans to use the property to recruit companies to the area by providing office
space for companies seeking to grow in the area, and for some County operations. If this
Voluntary Cleanup Contract is implemented, DHEC will allow Anderson County to acquire the
property as a “Brownfields Site” because of environmental pollution from past activities on the
property. DHEC uses Voluntary Cleanup Contracts to encourage productive reuse of Brownfield
sites.

DHEC will not hold Anderson County responsible for pre-existing pollution on the property in
exchange for doing work under a Voluntary Cleanup Contract. Under the proposed contract,
Anderson County will test soil, groundwater and soil gas on the property. If significant
contamination is found, Anderson County will be required to take steps to protect human health
and the environment. Anderson County did not create the pollution, but will control it to keep the
property safe for re-use. Under State law, Anderson County will not be responsible if anyone has
been affected by the contamination. The responsibility of former owners or operators of the
property is not reduced by this contract.
